EPISCOPALS MAKE NEW 


RULING ON DIVORCEES 


At the Episcopal convention held 


in St. Louis recently, a new ruling 
was made concerning divorcees, and 
now priests of that faith can marry 
persons a second time who have been 
divorced from their husband or wife, 
as the case may be. 
Heretofore ft 


has not been the custom to marry 
people in that church who already 
had a husband or wife living, but 
the change is said to have been made 
on account of tbe hardship that was 
often worked on poor people by the 
old ruling. A New York clergyman 
stated that often a woman who was 
deserted by her husband and in cases 
left with several children to support 
was una.ble to remarry on account of 
the ruling of the church, working a 
hardship on her and in some cases 
causing people to leave the church. 


It is probable that the divorce 


matter has caused as much argument 
among religionists and others as any 
one subject that affects the human 
family. 
Some people are 
of 
the 


opinion that a divorce ought to be 
granted for the asking, while there 
are others that go to the other ex- 
treme and say that it should not be 
granted at all. 
There are many dif- 


ferent things that enter into the di- 
vorce question, probably the moat 
Important one being the matter of 
children that are !eft with the fam- 
ily split up and rather a precarious 
existence staring them in the face. 
It is possible, however, that in some 
Instances they would be as well off 
this way as they are living in a fam- 
ily that only keeps together because 
they cannot secure a divorce. 


The divorce question is one that 


will probably never be settled to the 
satisfaction of all the human race, 
and it is probable that a middle 
course, like the one now in vogue, 
will serve the greatest number of 
people.

THINK PRODUCE EX- 


In view of the interest that is tak- 


en by local farmers in the produce 
ixhibit that was held In this city dur- 
ing last week at the Johnson & Hill 
store, several people have expressed 
the opinion that it would be a good 
thing to hold an exhibit in this city 
each year with prizes of sufficient 
value to induce farmers and others 
to bring in their garden truck and 
farm produce. 


Last week Otto J. Leu was Inter- 


viewed on the subject and he ex- 
pressed it as his opinion that it would 
be a. good thing In more ways than 
one. 
Mr. Leu stated that the com- 


mittee who has in charge the state 
fair exhibit always have considerable 
difficulty in getting a good selection 
of grains and vegetables to take to 
the state fair, It being impossible to 
interest enough people in the matter 
so that there was any sort of a se- 
lection to choose from. 


He not only thought that the idea 


of an exhibit In this city would be a 
good thing, but carried the idea a 
little further and said that it should 
be held the week before the state 
fair, and after it was over, the best 
of the exhibits could be selected and 
taken down to Milwaukee, and by 
this method a much better display 
could be fixed up than has been pos- 
sible under existing conditions. 
He 


stated that bad the committee had a 
chance to select their exhibit from 
the produce that was brought In to 
the Johnson & Hi'Jl exhibit, that they 
could have made a much better show- 
ing than was possible with what they 
had at hand, and It was his opinion 
that Wood county could have carried 
off first prize. 


It is not the idea to hold a county 


fair in this city, but merely to have 
an exhibit of farm produce. 
Those 


who have mentioned the matter are 
confident that people could be found 
!n this city who would be willing to 
devote n. part of their time to the 
work of preparing and attending to 
nich an 
exhibit, which could be 


placed in the Amusement hall. 
A 


small admission fee could be charged 
nnd the money that was taken in 
would he divided among the exhibit- 
ors. 
While there would be no great 


amount of money for the exhibitors, 
there would probably be enough to 
pav them for bringing in the produce, 
"nd tho knowledge that a selection 
was to be made from this exhibit to 
tnl>° to the state fair would be an 
added incentive. 


It is a matter that is worth taking 


inlo consideration by those interested 
in this matter, and there is no ques- 
tion but whftt it could be worked 
out to prove beneficial to all con- 
cerned. 
There Is no question but 


what a good exhibit at the state fair 
is well worth the money expended by 
Wood county, as this is a part of the 
country that is often looked upon by 
those in the southern part of the 
state as being entirely off tbe earth 
as an agricultural section. We have 
already proven to them that such is 
not the case, and if we continue the 
good work there is no question but 
what it will bring good results.

CITY COUNCIL TALKS 


LIGHTING MATTER 


A meeting of the common council 


a n d 
other 
lighting 
committees 


was held on Monday evening for the 
purpose of talking over the proposi- 
ion of ornamental lighting for the 
city of Grand Rapids, and the coun- 
cilwen received considerable inform- 
ation on the subject. Mr. A. J. Allen 
a lighting expert from the General 


leotric company was present at the 


meeting and had a lot of information 
on the subject which he gave out 
freely. 
He also had a number of 


photographs with him of insta'lla- 
ions which had been made in differ- 
ent parts of the country, and there 
was on exhibition in the council 
rooms one of the lights which it is 
proposed to install in this city, and 


gave a talk showing the advan- 


.age of this light over some of the 
others that are. in use. 


The plan that had been worked out 


3y Manager Gross for this city was 
also approved of by Mr. Allen, and 
IB gave it as his opinion that a very 
neat system could be put in by this 
nethod at a much less cost than is 
enerally the case, and that the sys- 
:em could be gradually improved un- 
til it was a fine looking proposition 
all around. 


The plan proposed by Mr. Gross 


was to secure ornamental brackets to 
fasten to the side of the poles, and 
when this was done to go over the 
ity and make a general cleanup of 
the poles now in use, taking out 
crooked 4ones and replacing them 
with fine straight poles, making them 
all of one height, taking out the 
wires that cross the streets in every 
direction, 
and 
having 
the 
poles 


spaced a regular intervals, so that 
the light would be uniform in dis- 
tance all over the city. 
Then the 


poles would be painted so as to be 
as unobtrusive as possible, and kept 
in condition with proper care at all 
times. 


Mr. Allen thought that a system 


like this could be installed for about 
$4,000 which, at night, would appear 
just as well as if the entire system 
were changed over to underground 
wires and metal posts and which, in 
the 
daytime, on account of the 


cleaning up done, would also be a 
great improvement over the present 
system. 


Some of the aldermen who have 


been interviewed since the meeting 
express themselves as being in favor 
of adopting the new plan, and there 
is no question that it would make a 
great improvement in the appearance 
of the city.

SIX HUNDRED DOLLARS 


FOR LOSS OF EYE A MATCH FACTORY 


FOB GRAND RAPIDS 


A Mr. Sterling, who represents an 


eastern company, met with a number 
of our business men on Monday eve- 
ning for the purpose of explaining 
o them the matter of establishing a 
match factory in this city. Mr. Ster- 
ing represents an eastern company 
and has been in the city for several 
days past, and there arc several of 
Dur local capitalists who are appar- 
ently quite interested in the matter. 


The proposition is to build a $300, 


000 factory in this city which will be 
used both for the manufacture of 
matches and match making machin- 
ery. 
Our citizens are asked to sub- 


jcrlbe for $75,000 worth of the pre- 
erred stock which it is proposed to 
lake up inside of two years. 


It is claimed that tbe company has 


a match making machine that is an 
mprovement over that used by any 
>lher company, and that it is dif- 
erent from those of other makes, 
and this is tbe reason for wanting to 
make the machines as well as match- 
as. The proposition is to make this 
point a central or parent company 
and subsequently branch out into 
other localities. 


At the meeting held on Monday 


evening the plans of the company 
vere explained and some idea given 
as to what the business amounted to. 
t was stated that the company at 
.he start would employ from one 
hundred to one hundred and fifty 
men, and that eventually there would 
be a total of four hundred and fifty 
employed. 


It was admitted by all present that 


the establishment of such a factory 
would be a good thing for the city 
and community at large, and there 
was no question but what all of those 
iresent were rather in favor of the 
proposition, but the amount of mon- 
ey necessary to swing the proposition 
nade it apparent that the monieil 
nen of the community would have to 
:o into it and not leave it to the 
small business men of the city to 
carry thru. 


With a view to discovering the sen- 


iment of the business men and oth- 
ers of the community about the mat- 
.er, a committee consisting of Jos. 
:ohen, Guy Nasb and A. L. Arpin 
was appointed to look into the matter 
and make a report at a future meet- 
ing. 


As a community we do not know 


:nuch about matches, but Mr. Star- 
ing seemed to have the subject well 
.n hand and to know what he was 
talking about and inspired his hear- 
ers with considerable confidence. Am- 
ong other things he made the state- 
nent that he could contract for the 
entire output o£ the factory before 
it was finished, which is an item to 
be considered in a matter o£ this 
kind.

WIDOW'S PENSION LAW 


It is estimated that there are from 


twenty-five to thirty widows in Wood 
county 
who will be 
beneficiaries 


under the new law which gives the 
soldiers' widows who have attained 
the age of seventy years a pension 
of $20 a month. 
The person who 


are entitled to this increase Is fully 
set forth in the following circular re- 
cently received from the commission- 
er of pensions at Washington: 


"In response to your recent favor" 


says the circular, you are advised 
that if a person is pensioned as the 
widow of a soldier, sailor or marine, 
who served in the Civil War, the war 
with Mexico or the war of 1812, and 
who has reached the age of seventy 
years, she should, if she has not al- 
ready done so, write a letter to the 
Commissioner 
of Pensions, 
being 


careful to state in same, correctly, 
her pension certificate number, the 
name and service ol the 
soldier, 


sailor or marine, the exact date of 
her birth, the place of her birth, her 
name as it appears in her pensio'n 
certificate, and her present postofflce 
address in full. 
No further formal 


application is necessary to secure 
the benefits oC the increase o£ pen- 
sion granted by the first section of 
the Act approved by the president 
September 8, 1916. 


"If the evidence in her pension 


case shows that she Is entitled to 
the increase of pension provided by 
this legislation, the Bureau will as 
soon as possible grant an Increase. 
If further evidence be necessary a 
call will be issued. 
No claim agent 


or attorney will be recognized in 
connection with this matter. 


"In order to obtain pension or re- 


newal of pension under the second 
section of the Act of Congress ap- 
proved September 8, 1916, a remar- 
ried widow who desires to claim the 
benefits of said section must file a 
formal application in this Bureau. 


"If a widow desires to claim pen- 


sion under the third section ol the 
Act, which gives a widow, as de- 
scribed in Section 2 of the Act ap- 
proved April 19, 19'08, title to apply 
for pension if she married soldier or 
sailor prior to June 27, 1905, it will 
be necessary for her to file a formal 
application in this Buif&u, claiming 
the benefits granted by that section." 


Although it is stated that "no 


claim agent or attorney will be re- 
cognized in 
connection 
with this 


matter," it might be well for appli- 
cants for the increase to secure as- 
sistance in the preparation ol their 
application, this for the reason, in 
part, that the handwriting of a good 
many persons who have attained the 
age of seventy years is not very 
legible.

CITY COUNCIL TALKS 


LIGHM MATTER 


A meeting of the common council 


a n d 
other 
lighting 
committees 


vas held on Monday evening for the 
purpose of talking over the proposi- 
tion of ornamental lighting for the 
city of Grand Rapids, and the coun- 
cihiien received considerable inform- 
ation on the subject. Mr. A. J. Allen 
a lighting expert from the General 
Electric company was present at the 
noeting and had a lot of information 
on the subject which he gave out 
freely, 
He also bad a number of 


photographs with him of installa- 
ions which had been made in differ- 
ent parts of the country, and there 
was on exhibition in tho council 
•coins one of tho lights which it is 
proposed to install in this city, and 
je gave a talk showing the advan- 
tage of this light over some of the 
others that .are, in use. 


The plan that had been worked out 


by Manager'Gross for this city was 
also approved of by Mr. Allen, and 
ne gave it as his opinion that a very 
leat system could be put lu by this 
irethod at a much less cost than is 
generally the case, and that the sys- 
'em could bo gradually improved un- 
•11 it was a fine looking proposition 
all around. 
The plan proposed by Mr. Gross 


was to secure ornamental brackets to 
fasten to the side of the poles, and 
when this was done to go over the 
city and make a general cleanup of 
the poles now in use, taking out 
crooked tones and replacing 
them 


with fine straight poles, making them 
all of one height, taking out the 
wires that cross the streets in every 
direction, 'and 
having 
the 
poles 


spaced a regular intervals, so that 
the light would be uniform in dis- 
tance all over the city. 
Then the 


poles would be painted so as to be 
as unobtrusive as possible, and kept 
in condition with proper care at all 
times. 
Mr. Allen thought that a system 


like this could be Installed for about 
$4,000 which, at night, would appear 
just as well as If the entire system 
were changed over to underground 
wires and metal posts and which, in 
the 
daytime, on account 
of 
the 


cleaning up done, would also be a 
great improvement over the present 
system. 
Some of the aldermen who have 


been interviewed since the meeting 
express themselves as being in favor 
of adopting the new plan, and there 
is no question that it would make a 
great- improvement in tho appearance 
of the city.

A MATCH FACTORY 


FOR GRAND RAPIDS 


^'"A*Mr. Sterling, who represents an 
eastern company, met with a number 
of our business men on Monday eve- 
ning for tho purpose of explaining 
to them the matter of establishing a 
match factory in this city. Mr. Ster- 
ling represents an eastern company 
and has been in the city for several 
days past, and there arc several of 
our local capitalists who are appar- 
ently quite interested in the matter. 


The proposition Is to build a $300, 


000 factory in this city which will be 
used both for the manufacture of 
matches and match making machin- 
ery 
Our citizens are asked to sub- 


scribe.for $75,000 worth of the pre- 
ferred stock which it is proposed to 
take up inside of two years. 


It is claimed that the company has 


a match making machine that is an 
improvement over that used by any 
other company, and that it is dif- 
ferent from those of other makes, 
and this is the reason for wanting to 
nake the machines as well as match- 
es. The proposition is to make this 
point a central or parent company 
and subsequently branch out into 
other loca'lities. 


At the meeting held on Monday 


evening the plans of the company 
were explained and some idea given 
as to what the business amounted to. 
It was stated that tho company at 
Lhe start would employ from one 
hundred to one hundred and fifty 


en, and that eventually there would 


bo a total of four hundred and flfty 
employed. 


It was admitted by all present that 


the establishment of such a factory 
would bo a good thing for tho city 
and community at large, and there 
was no question but what all of thoso 
present were rather in favor of the 
proposition, but the amount of mon- 
ey necessary to swing the proposition 
made it apparent that the monied 
men of the community would have to 
go into it and not leave it to the 
small business men of the city to 
carry thru. 


With a view to discovering the sen- 


timent of the business men and oth- 
ers of the community about tho mat- 
ter, a committee consisting of Jos. 
Cohen, Guy Nash and A. L. Arpin 
was appointed to look into the matter 
and make a report at a future meet- 
ing,As a community we do not know 
much about matches, but Mr. Ster- 
ling seemed to have the subject well 
in hand and to know .what he was 
talking about and inspired his hear- 
ers with considerable confidence. Am- 
ong other things he made the state- 
ment that he could contract for the 
entire output of the factory before 
it was finished, which is an item to 
be considered in a matter of this 
kind.

ARRESTED MONDAY 


Claude Rice and Bert Cummings 


were arrested on Monday by Sheriff 
Bluett and Under-shcriff Carlin, bo- 
ng charged with robbing freight cars 
n the local yards. 
For some time past the railroad 


companies at this point have been 
bothered with thieves breaking into 
freight cars and carrying off articles 
of more or less value, and the local 
police and 
railroad 
detective got 


heir heads together and finally lo- 
cated where they thought the trouble 
was. 
With the intention of finding 


out. about It a search warrant was 
sworn out on Saturday and the home 
of Claude Rico was searched. 


Here the officers found quite a col- 


lection of goods secreted In a chest, 
which was taken charge of by the 
officers and the district attorney and 
a warrant was sworn out for Rice, 
who was located at Shawano, where 
the officer went for him. Cummings 
was at Marsbfield and the under- 
sherlff went there after 
bis 
man, 


who were both brought to this city. 


While these two have been ar- 


rested, the police of the city are of 
the opinion that there are several 
more implicated in tho business and 
it is possible that more arrests may 
follow. 
At any rate, they feel that 


they have landed a part of the gang 
and that there will be a falling off in 
tho cases of mysterious disappear- 
ance for a time at least. 


While Rico was on his way to this 


city he made an attempt to escape 
from the officer of the law but was 
frustrated. 
He went Into the toilet 


room of the passenger coacli and one 
of the trainmen watched at the end 
of the coach and the sheriff out of the 
window, and when the young man 
attempted to climb from the window 
he found himself covered with two 
guns, and he decided to be good. 


The two men were given a hearing 


before Justice Calkins on Tuesday 
and Cummings was given a fine of 
$25 and costs, and in the default of 
payment will have to serve thirty 
days in the county jail, and Rice 
was bound over to circuit court, hav- 
ing signified his intention of pleading 
guilty to the charge against him. As 
circuit court Is now in session he will 
probably not have to wait very long.

WIDOW'S PENSION LAW 


It Is estimated that there are from 


twenty-five to thirty widows in Wood 
county 
who 
will be 
beneficiaries 


under the new law which gives the 
soldiers' widows who have attained 
the age of seventy years a pension 
of $20 a month. 
The person who 


are entitled to this Increase Is fully 
set forth in the following circular re- 
cently received from the commission- 
er of pensions at Washington: 


"In response to your recent favor" 


says the circular, you are advised 
that if a person is pensioned as the 
widow of a soldier, sailor or marine, 
who served In the Civil War, the war 
with Mexico or the war of 1812, and 
who' has reached the ago of seventy 
years, sho should, if sho has not al- 
ready done so, write a letter to the 
Commissioner 
of Pensions, 
being 


careful to state in same, correctly, 
her pension certificate number, the 
name and service of the 
soldier, 


sailor or marine, the exact date of 
her birth, the place of her birth, her 
•name as it appears In her pensioti 
certificate, and her present postofflce 
address In full. 
No further formal 


application is necessary to secure 
the benefits ofi the increase of pen- 
sion granted ty the first section of 
the Act approved by the president 
September 8, 1916. 
"If the evidence in her pension 


case shows that sue is entitled to 
the Increase of pension provided by 
this legislation, the Bureau will as 
soon as possible grant1- an Increase. 
If further evidence be necessary a 
call will be Issued. No claim agent 
or attorney will be recognized In 
connection with this matter. 


"In order to obtain pension or re- 


newal of pension under the second 
section of the Act of Congress ap- 
proved September 8, 1916, a remar- 
ried widow who desires to claim the 
benefits of said section must file a 
formal application in this Bureau. 


"If a widow desires to claim pen- 


sion under the third sectiojj of the 
Act, which gives a widow, as de- 
scribed in Section 2 of the Act ap- 
proved April 19, 1908, title to apply 
for pension if she married soldier or 
sailor prior to June 27, 1905, it will 
be necessary for her to file a formal 
application in this Bui|>au, claiming 
the benefits granted by that section." 


Although it Is stated that "no 


claim agent or attorney will be re- 
cognized In connection with, this 
matter," It might be well for appli- 
cants for the increase to secure as- 
sistance In the preparation of their 
application, this for the reason, In 
part, that the handwriting of a good 
many persons who have attained the 
age of seventy years is not very 
legible.

In St. Louis recently, a new ruling 
was made concerning divorcees, and 
now priests of that faith can marry 
persons a second timo who have been 
divorced from their husband or wife, 
H.H the case may be.

has not been the custom to marry 
people in that church who already 
had a husband or wife living, but 
the chaugo is said to have been made 
on account of the hardship that was 
often worked on poor people by the 
old ruling. 
A New York clergyman 


stated that, often a woman who was 
deserted by her husband and in cases 
tefi. with several children to support 
was unsi.blo to remarry on account of 
the ruling of the church, working a 
hardship on her and in some cases 
causing people to leave the church. 


It is probable that the divorce 


matter has caused as much argument 
among religionists and others as any 
one; subject that affects the human 
f a m i l y 
Some people are 
of 
the 


opinion that a divorce ought to be 
granted for the asking, while there 
are others that go to tho other ex- 
treme, and say that It should not be 
granted at all. There are many dif- 
ferent things that enter into the di- 
vorce question, probably the moat 
Important one being the matter of 
children that are left with the fam- 
ily split up and rather a precarious 
existence staring them In the face. 
It Is possible, however, that in some 
Instances they would be as well off 
this way as they are living in a fam- 
ily that only keeps together because 
they cannot secure a divorce.

HiBIT A GOOD PLAN 


In view of the interest that Is tak- 


en by local farmers in the produce 
exhibit that v/as held in this city dur- 
ing last week at the Johnson &. Hill 
store, several people have expressed 
the opinion that it would be a good 
tiling to hold an exhibit in this city 
each year with prizes of sufficient 
value to induce farmers and others 
to bring In their garden truck and 
farm produce. 
Last week Otto J. Leu was Inter- 


viewed on the subject and he ex- 
pressed it as his opinion that it wou'/d 
be a good thing in more ways than 
one. 
Mr. Leu stated that the com- 


mittee who has in charge the state 
fair exhibit always have considerable 
difficulty in getting a good selection 
of grains and vegetables to take to 
the state fair, it being impossible to 
interest enough people in the matter 
so that there was any sort of a se- 
lection to choose from. 
He not only thought that the idea 


of an exhibit in this city would be a 
good thing, but carried the idea a 
little further and said that It should 
be held the week before the state 
fair, and after it was over, the best 
of the exhibits could be selected and 
taken down to Milwaukee, and by 
this method a .much better display 
could be fixed up than has been pos- 
sible under existing conditions.

CITY COUNCIL TALKS 


LIGHTING^ MATTER 


A meeting of the common council 
a n d 
other 
lighting 
committees 


was held on Monday evening for the 
purpose of talking over the proposi- 
ion of ornamental lighting for the 
city of Grand Rapids, and the coun- 
•iluien received considerable inform- 
ation on the subject. Mr. A. J. Allen 
a lighting expert from the General 
Electric company was present at the 
meeting and had a lot of information 
on the subject which he gave out 
'reely. 
He also bad a number of 


photographs with him of instaUa- 
ions which had been made in differ- 
ent parts of the country, and there 
was on exhibition In the 
council 


rooms one of the lights which it is 
proposed to install in this city, and 
le gave a talk showing the advan- 
tage of this light over some of the 
others that are in use. 
The plan that had been worked out 


by Manager Gross for this city was 
also approved of by Mr. Allen, and 
he gave it as his opinion that a very 
neat system could be put in by this 
method at a much less cost than is 
jenerally the case, and that the sys- 
'ern could be gradually improved un- 
:il it was a fine looking proposition 
all around. 
The plan proposed by Mr. Gross 


was to secure ornamental brackets to 
'asten to the side of the poles, and 
when this was done to go over the 
city and make a general cleanup of 
:he poles now in use, taking out 
crooked (ones and replacing 
them 


with flne'straight poles, making them 
all of one height, taking out the 
wires that cross the streets in every 
direction, 
and 
having 
the 
poles 


spaced a regular intervals, so that 
the light would be uniform in dis- 
tance all over the city. 
Then the 


poles would be painted so as to be 
as unobtrusive as possible, and kept 
;n condition with proper care at all 
;imes. 
Mr Allen thought that a system 


like this could be installed for about 
$4 000 which, at night, would appear 
just as well as if the entire system 
were changed over to underground 
wires and metal posts and which, in 
the 
daytime, 
on account 
of 
the 


cleaning up done, would also be a 
•real improvement over the present 
system. 
Some of the aldermen who have 


been interviewed since the meeting 
express themselves as being in favor 
of adopting the new plan, and there 
is no question that It would make a 
great improvement in the appearance 
of the city.

have a good showing there. 


BUCK LAW SAVES DEER 


How the buck law, passed by the 


legislature of 1915, operated to con- 
serve the deer of the state will ap- 
pear in the comparative statement in 
the forthcoming report of the con- 
servation commission, covering the 
years 1912 to 1915, Inclusive, and 
showing the number of deer killed 
during each twelve-month, respec- 
tively, as follows: 
1912, 5,853; 


1913, 
6,969; 1914, 7,373; 1915, 


3 137. Thus it appears that under 
the "one buck" law the number of 
deer reported killed in 1915 was less 
by more than one-half than in the 
preceding year and greatly less than 
in either of the others.

A MATCH FACTORY 


FOR GRAND RAPIDS 


^~A*Mr. Sterling, who represents un 
eastern company, met with a number 
of our business men on Monday eve- 
ning for the purpose of explaining 
to them the matter of establishing a 
match factory in this city. 
Mr. Ster- 


ling represents an eastern company 
and has been in the city for several 
days past, and there are several of 
our local capitalists who are appar- 
ently quite interested in the matter. 


The proposition is to build a $300, 


000 factory in this city which will be 
used both for the manufacture of 
matches and match making machin- 
ery. 
Our citizens are asked to sub- 


scribe for $75,000 worth of the pre- 
ferred stock which it is proposed to 
take up inside of two years. 


It is claimed that the company has 


a match making machine that is an 
improvement over that used by any 
other company, and that it is dif- 
ferent from those of other makes, 
and this is the reason for wanting to 
make the machines as well as match- 
es. The proposition is to make this 
point a central or parent company 
and subsequently branch out into 
other localities. 


At the meeting held on Monday 


evening the plans of the company 
were explained and some idea given 
as to what the business amounted to. 
[t was stated that the. company at 
the start would employ from one 
hundred to one hundred and 
lifty 


men, and that eventually there would 
be a total of four hundred and lifty 
employed. 
It was admitted by all present that 


the establishment of such a factory 
would be a good thing for the city 
and community at large, and there 
was no question but what all of those 
present were rather in favor of the 
proposition, but the amount of mon- 
ey necessary to swing the proposition 
made it apparent that the monied 
men of the community would have to 
go into it and not leave it to the 
smal'l business men of the city to 
carry thru. 
With a view to discovering the sen- 


timent of the business men and oth- 
ers of the community about the mat- 
ter, a committee consistinK of Jos. 
Cohen, Guy Nash and A. I.. Arpin 
was appointed to look into the matter 
and make a report at a future meet- 
ing.As a community we do not know 
much about matches, but Mr. Ster- 
ling seemed to have the subject well 
in hand and to know what he was 
talking about and inspired his hear- 
ers with considerable confidence. Am- 
ong other things he made the state- 
ment that he could contract for the 
entire output of the factory before 
it was finished, which is an item to 
be considered in a matter of this 
kind.

WIDOW'S PENSION LAW 


It is estimated that there are from 


twenty-five to thirty widows in Wood 
county 
who 
will 
be 
beneficiaries 


under the new law which gives the 
soldiers' widows who have attained 
the age of seventy years a pension 
of $20 a month. 
The person who 


are entitled to this increase Is fully 
set forth in the following circular re- 
cently received from the commission- 
er of pensions at Washington: 
''In response to your recent favor" 


says the circular, you are advised 
that if a person is pensioned as the 
widow of a soldier, sailor or marine, 
who served in the Civil War, the war 
with Mexico or the war of 1812, and 
who has reached tt i age of seventy 
years, she should, if sho has not a'i- 
ready done so, write a letter to the 
Commissioner 
of 
Pensions, 
being 


careful to state In same, correctly, 
her pension certificate number, the 
name and service of 
the 
soldier, 


sailor or marine, the exact date of 
her birth, the place of her birth, her 
name as it appears in her pension 
certificate, and her present postofflce 
address in full. 
No further formal 


application is necessary to 
secure 


the benefits of the increase of pen- 
sion granted by the first section of 
the Act approved by the president 
September 8, 1916. 
"If the evidence in her pension 


case shows that she is entitled to 
the increase of pension provided by 
this legislation, the Bureau will as 
soon as possible grant an increase. 
If further evidence be necessary a 
call will be Issued. 
No claim agent 


or attorney will be recognized In 
connection with this matter. 


"In order to obtain pension or re- 


newal of pension under the second 
section of the Act of Congress ap- 
proved September 8, IS 16, a remar- 
ried widow who desires to claim the 
benefits of said section must file a 
formal application in this Bureau. 
"If a widow desires to claim pen- 


sion under the third section of the 
Act, which gives a widow, as de- 
scribed in Section 2 of the Act ap- 
proved April 19, 19'08, title to apply 
for pension if she married soldier or 
sailor prior to June 27, 1905, It will 
be necessary for her to file a formal 
application in this Bui»»au, claiming 
the benefits granted by that section." 


Although it is stated that "no 


claim agent or attorney will be re- 
cognized 
in connection 
with, this 


matter," It might be well for appli- 
cants for the increase to secure as- 
sistance in the preparation of their 
application, this for the reason, in 
part, that the handwriting of a good 
many persons who have attained the 
age of seventy years Is not 
very 


legible.

- Curing meats with brine is a good 
method for farm use. 
It is less 


trouble to pack the meat In a barrel 
and pour 'brine over it than to go 
over it three or four times and rub In 
salt, as in the dry-curing method. 
The brine also protects 
tho 
meat 


from 
insects 
and 
vermin. 
Brine 


made of pure water and according 
to the directions in the following 
recipes should keep 
a 
reasonable 


length of time. During warm weath- 
er, however, brine should be watched 
closely, and if it becomes "ropy," 
like sirup, it should be boiled or new 
brine made. 
A cool, moist cellar is 


the best place for brine curing. 


Pure water, salt, sugar or mo- 


lasses, and saltpetre are all the in- 
gredients needed for tho ordinary 
curing of meat. 
The meat may be 


packed in large earthen jars or a 
clean hardwood barrel. 
The barrel 


or jar may be used repeatedly unless 
meat has spoiled in it. It should be 
scalded thoroly, however, each time 
before fresh meat is packed. 


Curing should begin as soon as the 


meat is cooled and while still fresh. 
Ordinarily 
24 
to 
36 
hours 
after 


slaughter are sufficient for' cooling. 
Frozen meats should not be salted, as 
the frost prevents proper penetration 
of the salt and uneven curing recults, 


Recipes for Curing. 


Corned Beef.—The pieces 
com- 


monly used for corning are the plate, 
rump, cross ribs, and brisket, or in 
other words, the cheaper cuts of 
meat. 
The loin, ribs and other fancy 


cuts are more often used fresh. 
Tho 


pieces for corning should be cut into 
convenient-sized joints, say 0 or 6 
inches square, 
It should be tho aim 


to cut them all about the..same thick- 
ness so that they will make an even 
'.nyor in the barrel. 


Meat 
from 
fat 
animals 
makes 


choicer corned beef than that from 
poor animals. 
When the meat is 


cooled thoroly it should be corned as 
soon as possible, as any decay in the 
meat is likely to spoil the brine dur- 
ing tho corning process. 
Under no 


circumstances should the 
meat be 


brined while it Is frozen. 
Weigh out 


the meat .and allow 8 pounds of salt 
to each 100 pounds; sprinkle a layer 
of salt one-quarter of an inch in 
depth over the bottom of the barrel; 
pack in as closely as possible the cuts 
of meat, making a'layer 5 or G inches 
in thickness; then put on a layer of 
salt, 
following that with another 


layer of meat; repeat until ,lhe meat 
and salt have all been packed in the 
barrel, care being used to' reserve 
salt enough for a good layer over tho 
top. 
After the package has stood 


oyeniight add, for every I 00 pounds 
of meat, 4 pounds of sugar, and 
'1 


ounces of saltpetre dissolved in a 
gallon of tepid water. Three gallons 
more of water should be sufficient to 
cover this quantity . In case more or 
less than .100 pounds of meat is to be 
corned, make the brine in the propor- 
tion given, 
A loose board 
cover,- 


weighted clown with a heavy stone or 
piece of iron, should be put on the 
meat to keep all of it under the brine. 
In case any 
should 
project, 
rust 


would start and the brine would spoil 
in a short time. 


It is not necessary 
to 
boil 'tho 


jrine oxcept in warm weather. 
If 


the meat has been corned during the 
winter and must bo .Inept into the 
summer season, it would be well to 
watch the brine closely during tho 
spring, as it is more likely to spoil at 
that timothan at any other season. If 
the brine appears to be ropy or does 
not drip freely from the finger when 
immersed and 
lifted 
it should be 


turned off and new brine added after 
carofuJly washing the moat. 
The 


sugar or mo'lasses in the brine has a 
tendency to ferment and unless the 
brine is kept in a cool place, there is 
sometimes, trouble from this source. 
The meat should be kept in the brine 
28 to 40 days to secure thoro corn- 
ing. 


Dried Beef.—The round commonly 


is used for dried beef, the inside of 
the thigh being considered the choic- 
est piece, as It is slightly more tender 
than the outside of the round, 
The 


round should be cut lengthwise of 
the grain of the meat in preparing 
for dried beef, so that the muscle 
libers may be cut crosswise-when the 
dried beef is sliced for table use. 
A 


tight jar- or cask is necessary for cur- 
ing. The process Is a s follows; • To 
each 100 pounds of meat weigh out 
5 pounds of salt, 3 pounds of granu- 
lated -sugar and 2 ounces of saltpe- 
ter; mix thoroly together, 
Rub the 


meat on -all surfaces- with a third- of 
the mixture and pack it in the jar as 
tightly as possible. 
Allow it to re- 


main three days, when It should; be 
removed and rubbed again with -an- 
other third of the mixture,•• In re- 
packing, put at the bottom, the pieces 
.that were on top the first lime. 
Let 


stand for three days, 
when 
they 


should be removed and rubbed with 
the remaining third o f - t h o mixture 
and allowed to stand for three days 
more. 
The meat is then ready to be 


removed from the pickle. . Tho liquid 
forming in the jars should not be re- 
moved, but the meat should be re- 
packed In the liquid each time. After 
being removed from the pickle the 
meat should be smoked and hung in 
a dry attic or near'the kitchen fire 
where tho water will evaporate from 
it, It may be used'at any time after 
smoking, altho the longer it hangs In 
the dry atmosphere' the drier it will 
get. 
The drier the climate, in gener- 


al, the more easily meats can. -be' 
dried, 
In arid regions good dried 


meat can be -made-.by • exposing 
it 


fresh to the air, with protection from 
flies.

Plain Salt Pork,—Rub each piece 


of meat with flno common salt and 
pack closely in a barrel, 
Let stand 


overnight. 
The next.day weigh out 


10 pounds of salt and 2' ounces .of 
saltpeter to each 100 pounds of mea-t. 
and dissolve In 4 gallons of,boiling, 
water, 
Pour, this, brine over 
the 


meat when cold, .cover, and...weight 
down to keep it under the brine. 
Meat will pack best if cut into pieces 
about 6 .inches 'square. 
The pork 


should bo kept in the brine until 
used, 
i 
' 
- 
- 


Sugar-cured Ham. and Bacon.— 


When the meat is cooled, rub each 
piece with salt and allow.it.to drain, 
overnight. Then, pack.it in a barrel 
with i'.ho hams and shoulders in .the 
bottom, using the strips of bacon to 
•fill in between or to -put. on top. 
Weigh out for each 100 pounds .of 
meat .8 pounds of salt, 2 pounds of 
brown sugar, and 2 ounces of salt- 
peter. 
Dissolve all'In 4 gallons of 


water, and cover the meat with the 
brine.' For summer' use' it will be 
safest to boll the' brine before using. 
In thrit case it should be cooled thor- 
oughly before It is used. For winter 
curing it is'not necessary to boil the 
brine. 
Bacon strips should remain 


in this brine four to six weeks'; hams 
.six to eight weeks; 
This is a stan- 


dard'redpe and has-given the best'of 
satisfaction. 
Hams and bacon-cured 


in the spring' will keep right through 
the summer after-they,, are smoked.

mail; to file his business documents; 
to keep his agricultural papors a:ul 
books, and to receive his business 
callers. 
Every farm home is sup- 


plied with aroom in which to receive 
social guests; why not one for busi- 
ness guests?" 


From this survey it would r.eem 


that there are three things which 
should be provided for in every farm 
office:—an outside entrance, plenty 
of 
light, and 
an inside entrance. 


After these requisites are provided 
for, prevailing conditions will deter- 
mine the otber factors necessary in 
planning the room. 
By all means, it 


should be cheerful and never allowed 
to take on a stuffy appearance from 
an overdose of furniture, pictures or 
plants.

terruptions are not. necessary, where 
references and papers aro at one's 
c'.bow, and where a business atmos- 
phere pervades the surroundings."

LA FOLLETTE OX THE 


EIGHT-HOUR LAW 


The methods adopted in the legis- 


lature during the last two years have 
been shown up in no uncertain light, 
as Mr. Philipp will know on election 
day. 
The voters of this state have 


heard Burt Williams ajd other dem- 
ocratic candidates make statements 
about the manner in which state af- 
fairs have been conducted at Madison 
Cor the last two years—statements 
that are startling, but Gov. Philipp 
has been content to go around mak- 
ing eulogistic speeches on the wel- 
fare of the farmer, the rural schools, 
the value of good roads to the com- 
munities—making speeches on eveiy 
topic but that which concerns his 
administration for the last two years. 


Senator Robert M. La Follette of 


Wisconsin, the only republican sena- 
tor to vote for the Eight-hour law, 
in a signed editorial in the September 
issue of his magazine defends the 
passage 
of the above law and en- 


dorses the sentiments of President 
Wilson's speech at 
Shadow Lawn. 


Saturday, the 23rd. 


Says the Senator: 
"The Eight-hour law is not a force 


bill. 
The railway employees de- 


manded an eight-hour day from the 
railroads. They made no demand on 
Congress. 
As was their right, they 


set a day to quit work in case their 
demand was refused. 
Then the rail- 


roads inaugurated a strike against 
the public. They refused to accept 
freight for shipment, especially per- 
ishable soods in any part 
of 
the 


country. 
They spent tremenduous 


sums of money in an effort to in- 
fluence jiubHc sentiment and this 
money must eventually come out of 
the pockets of the people. The strike 
meant appalling disaster to farmers, 
to fruit growers, great damage to all 
business, including the railroads. 


"The President was not successful 


ia averting the disaster, the railroad 
managers being particularly obstin- 
ate and refusing to concede the prin- 
ciple of the eight-hour day. 
The 


President put the matter up to Con- 
gress, and Congress, considering only 
the public good acted in the public 
interest. 
It was not forced by any 


demands of the workingmen or of 
the railroads. 
The public interest 


demanded immediate action, 
and 


Congress acted and passed the law. 
Every Wisconsin representative pres- 
ent voted for the bill, and I believe 
they were right in doing so. I be- 
lieve in the eight-hour day. 


"Did Congress act without due 


consideration? 
The question of the 


eight-hour day for skilled labor was 
not new.

Burt Williams, the Democratic 


candidate for Governor, was born at 
;,Berlin, Wis., and received his pre- 
linunery education in the country 
schools surrounding that city. 
He 


afterwards graduated from the High 
School at Berlin, and takes pride in 
the fact that the Wisconsin public 
schools were his only educational op- 
portunity and training. 
Shortly aft- 


erwards he entered the newspaper 
field and eventually became publish- 
er of the Ashland Daily News. 


He was elected Mayor of Ash'land 


in 1901 and held office for three suc- 
cessive terms. 
Although Ashland is 


a strong Republican city, he was 
elected Mayor the first time on the 
Democratic ticket by a vote of three 
to one, and the next time was nomin- 
ated by both Republicans and Demo-, 
cratic parties. 
His administration 


became known all over the state, be- 
cause of the fights carried on against 
public 
service 
corpqrations, 
and 


those to compel big lumber compan- 
ies of that section to pay taxes on 
the basis of other owners. 


Williams was a candidate for the 


Assembly in 1902 and for Congress 


and Lieutenant Governor in 3906. 


While a candidate for Congress, all 
delegates to the Central Labor Coun- 
cil, at Ashland, including Democrats, 
Republicans and Socialists, signed a 
public statement urging all labor- 
ing men .to support the candidacy of 
Williams, their action being based 
on the attitude he maintained in 
fighting for the labor cause in Ash- 
land as mayor and as a newspaper 
man. 
He has been president of the 


Wisconsin League of Municipalities 
and was publisher of the Wisconsin 
Municipality Magazine for two years,

HOME-CURED MEAT 


How (o Preserve Beef and Pork on 


the Farm-Satisfactory Mel hod 


for General Use 


Curing meats with brine is a good 


method for farm use. It is less 
trouble to pack the meat in a barrel 
and pour brine over it than to go 
over it three or four times and rub in 
salt, as in the dry-curing method. 
The brine also protects 
the 
meat 


from 
insects 
and 
vermin. 
Brine 


made of pure water and according 
to the directions in the following 
recipes should keep 
a 
reasonable 


length of time 
During warm weath- 


er, however, brine should be watched 
closely, and if it becomes "ropy," 
like sirup, it should be boiled or new 
brine made. A cooj, moist cellar is 
the best place for brine curing. 


Pure water, salt, sugar or mo- 


lasses, and saltpetre are all the in- 
gredients needed for the ordinary 
curing of meat. 
The meat may be 


packed in large earthen jars or a 
clean hardwood barrel. 
The barrel 


or jar may be used repeatedly unless 
meat has spoiled in it. It should be 
.-scalded thoroly, however, each time 
before fresh meat is packed. 


Curing should begin as soon as the 


meat is cooled and while still fresh. 
Ordinarily 24 to 36 hours after 
slaughter are sufficient for cooling. 
Frozen meats should not be salted, as 


I he frost prevents proper penetration 
of the salt and uneven curing recults 


Recipes for Curing. 


Corned Beef.—The pieces com- 


monly used for corning are the plate, 
rump, cross ribs, and brisket, or in 
other words, the cheaper cuts of 
meat. The loin, ribs and other fancy 
cuts are more often used fresh. The 
pieces for corning should be cut into 
convenient-sized joints, say 5 or 6 
inches squaie 
It should be the aim 


to cut them all about the same thick- 
ness so that they will ma,ke an even 
.ayer in the barrel. 


Meat 
from 
fat 
animals makes 


choicer corned beef than that from 
poor animals. 
When the meat is 


cooled thoroly it should be corned as 
soon as possible, as any decay in the 
meat is likely to spoil the brine dur- 
ing the corning process. 
Under no 


circumstances should the meat be 
brined while it is frozen. Weigh out 
the meat and allow 8 pounds of salt 
to each 100 pounds; sprinkle a layer 
of salt one-quarter of an inch in 
depth over the bottom of the barrel; 
pack in as closely as possible the cuts 
of meat, making a layer 5 or 6 inches 
n thickness; then put on a layer of 
salt, following that with another 
ayer of meat; repeat until the meat 
and salt have all been packed in the 
Barrel, care being used to reserve 
salt enough for a good layer over the 
top. 
After the package has stood 


overnight add, for every 100 pounds 
of meat, 4 pounds of sugar, and 4 
ounces of saltpetre dissolved in a 
;allon of tepid water. Three gallons 
nore of water should be sufficient to 
cover this quantity . In case more or 
ess than 100 pounds of meat is to be 
corned, make the brine in the propor- 
ion given. 
A loose board cover, 


veighted down with a heavy stone or 
piece of iron, should be put on the 
neat to keep all of it under the brine,

ity and of American statesmanship 
and that cool, calm reckoning of the 
American people which 
prevented 


them from being stampeded. 


"It was a fine thrilling thing to be 


an American in European capitals 
and to know that in our own capital 
at Washington there were men as 
shrewd and as far-sighted as any of 
the statesmen of Europe; to know, 
also, that the statesmen in Washing- 
ton were steadier, saner, less In- 
fluenced by hate and bitterness and. 
better able to judge right and wrong 
than the wisest statesmen in Europe. 


"And to come home now to the 


U. S. and witness the attempt to 
thrust from the guidance of Ameri- 
canaffairs the government which had 
led the U. S. thru this maze of diplo- 
macy and machination Is, to one who 
has witnessed affairs from the Eu- 
ropean end, little short of terrifying. 
It is like playing with dynamite.

summer season, it would be well to 
watch the brine closely during the 
spring, as it is more likely to spoil at 
that timethan at any other season. If 
the brine appears to be ropy or does 
not drip freely from the finger when 
immersed and lifted it should be 
turned off and new brine added after 
carefully washing the meat. 
The 


sugar or molasses in the brine has a 
tendency to ferment and unless the 
brine is kept in a cool place, there is 
sometimes trouble from this source. 
The meat should be kept in the brine 
28 to 40 days to secure thoro corn- 
ing. 


Dried Beef.—The round commonly 


is used for dried beef, the inside of 
the thigh being considered the choic- 
est piece, as it is slightly more tender 
than the outside of the round. The 
round should be cut lengthwise of 
the grain of the meat in preparing 
for dried beef, so that the muscle 
fibers may be cut crosswise when the 
dried beef is sliced for table use. A 
tight jar or cask is necessary for cur- 
ing. The process is a s follows: To 
each 100 pounds of meat weigh out 
5 pounds of salt, 3 pounds of granu- 
lated sugar and 2 ounces of saltpe- 
ter; mix thoroly together. Rub the 
meat on all surfaces with a third of 
the mixture and pack it in the jar as 
tight'Jy as possible. 
Allow it to re- 


main three days, when it should be 
removed and rubbed again with an- 
other third of the mixture. 
In re- 


packing, put at the bottom the pieces 
that were on top the first time. Let 
stand for three 
days, 
when they 


should be removed and rubbed with 
the remaining third of the mixture 
and allowed to stand for three days 
more. The meat is then ready to be

After 
being removed from the pickle the 
meat should be smoked and hung in 
a dry attic or near the kitchen fire' 
where the water will evaporate from 
it. It may be used at any time after 
smoking, altho the longer it hangs in 
the dry atmosphere the drier it will 
get. The drier the climate, in gener- 
al, the more easily meats can be 
dried. 
In arid regions good dried 


meat can be made-.by exposing it 
fresh to the air, with protection from 
flies.

Plain Salt Pork.—Rub each piece 


of meat with fine common salt and 
pack closely in a barrel. Let stand 
overnight. The next day weigh out 
10 pounds of salt and 2 ounces of 
saltpeter to each 100 pounds of meat 
and dissolve in 4 gallons of, boiling 
water. 
Pour this brine over 
the 


meat when cold, cover and weight 
down to keep it under the brine. 
Meat will pack best if cut into pieces 
about 6 inches square. 
The pork 


should be kept in the brine until 
used. 


Sugar-cured Ham and Bacon.— 


When the meat is cooled, rub each 
piece with salt and allow it to drain 
overnight. Then pack it in a barre'J 
with (.he hams and shoulders in the 
bottom, using the strips of bacon to 
fill in between or to put on top. 
Weigh out for each 100 pounds of 
meat 8 pounds of salt, 2 pounds of 
brown sugar, and 2 ounces of salt- 
peter. 
Dissolve all in 4 gallons of 


water, and cover the meat with the 
brine, 
fof 
summer use it will be 


safest to boil the brine before using. 
In that case it should be cooled thor- 
oughly before it is used. For winter 
curing it is not necessary to boil the 
brine. 
Bacon strips should remain 


in this brine four to six weeks; hams 
six to eight weeks. 
This is a stan- 


dard'recipe and has given the best of 
satisfaction. Hams and bacon cured 
in the spring will keep right through 
the summer after they, are smoked. 
The meat wil'l be srveet and palatable 
if smoked properly, and the flavor 
will be good.

.Senator Albert B. Cummings, re- 


publican of Iowa, asserted that the 
allegation of there being a joker In 
this law was without any foundation 
and -stigmatized 
persons 
making 


such- allegations as "either insincere 
or , Incompetent." 
Ho states unre- 


servedly that the Child Labor Law is 
certain to "effectuate the humane 
purposes towards which the friends 
of Child Labor Legislation have fora 
Jong time been striving." 
Senator 


Cummings has long been an ardent 
advocate of Child Labor legislation. 


The Chicago Herald, an independ- 


ent paper, commenting on this law, 
said the statement of the National 
Child Labor Committee carried more 
conviction than the picking of a Haw 
during campaign time. 
That tbis 


committee was responsible for the 
law and assured the public that tbo 
law was not jammed thru congress 
and was framed by good constitu- 
tional lawyers and considered care- 
fully for three years before passage,

3.ccording to the bulletin, when it is 
desirable to make exceptions to this 
rale. 
Practically ajl heavy milk pro- 


ducers 'lose weight in the early part of 
their Jactation period; that is, they 
produce milk at the 'expense of their 
body flesh. When such cows ap- 
proach the end of their milking per. 
lod they normally regain the flesh 
they have lost, and the farmer can 
well afford to feed them liberally, 
with the assurance that he will be 
repaid in tho form of milk when the 
cows again freshen. 


Pasture is tho natural feed for 


cows, and 
for average conditions, 


with ampla pasture of, good grasses 
or legumes in good, succulent condi- 
tion, good production can be secured. 


The cost of land is a factor in' the 


economy of using pasture, however. 
If pastures are depended upon entire- 
Jy for from four to six months of the 
year, and production is kept up to a 
profitable standard, anywhere from 1 
to 4 acres or more must be provided 
for each cow, says the bulletin. This 
is assuming that a permanent pas- 
ture is of good clean turf,, with few

HOME-CURED M'EAT 


How to Preserve Beef and Pork on 


the Faim—..Satisfactory Method 


for General Use 


Curing meats with brine is a good 


method for farm use. It is less 
trouble to pack the meat in a barrel 
and pour brine over it than to go 
over it three or four times and rub In 
salt, as in the dry-curing method. 
The brine also protects 
the 
meat 


from 
insects 
and 
vermin. 
Brine 


made of pure water and according 
to the directions in the following 
recipes should keep 
a 
reasonable 


length of time. 
During warm weath- 


er, however, brine should be watched 
closely, and if it becomes "ropy," 
like sirup, it should be boiled or new 
brine made. 
A cool, moist cellar is 


the best place for brine curing. 


Pure water, salt, sugar or mo- 


lasses, and saltpetre are all the in- 
gredients needed for the 
ordinary 


curing of meat. 
The meat may be | 


packed in large earthen jars or a 
clean hardwood barrel. 
The barrel 


or jar may be used repeatedly unless 
meat has spoiled in it. It should be 
scalded thoroly, however, each time 
before fresh meat is packed. 


Curing should begin as soon as the 


neat is cooled and while still fresh. 
Ordinarily 
24 
to 
36 
hours 
after 


slaughter are sufficient for cooling. 
Frozen meats should not be salted, as 
the frost prevents proper penetration 
of the salt and uneven curing recults. 


Kecipe.s for Curing. 


Corned Beef.—The pieces com- 


monly used for corning are the plate, 
rump, cross ribs, and brisket, or in 
other words, the cheaper cuts of 
meat. 
The loin, ribs and other fancy 


cuts are more often used frosh. 
The 


pieces for corning should be cut into 
convenient-sized joints, say 5 or fi 
inches square. 
It should be the aim 


to cut them all about the same thick- 
ness so that they will make an even 
.ayer in the barrel.

ing the corning process. 
Under no 


circumstances should the 
meat be 


brined while it is frozen. 
Weigh out 


the jneat and allow 8 pounds of salt 
to each 100 pounds; sprinkle a layer 
of salt one-quarter of an inch in 
depth over the bottom of the barrel: 
pack in as closely as possible the cuts 
of meat, making a'layer 5 or 6 inches 
n thickness; then put on a layer of 
salt, 
following that 
with

aver of meat; repeat until the moat 
and salt have all been packed in the 
barrel, care being used to reserve 
salt enough for a good layer over tho 
;op. 
After the package has stood 


overnight add, for every :00 pounds 
of meat, 4 pounds of sugar, and 4 
ounces of saltpetre dissolved in a 
_allou of tepid water. Three gallons 
more of water should be sufficient to 
cover this quantity . In case more or 
ess than 100 pounds of meat is to bp 
corned, make the brine in the propor- 
tion given. 
A loose board cover, 


veighted down with a heavy stone or 
piece of iron, shou'ld be put on the 
neat to keep all of it under the brine, 
n case any 
should 
project, 
rust 


vould start and the brine would spoil 
n a short time. 


It is not necessary 
to 
boil -the 


)rine except in warm weather. 
If 


he meat has been corned during the 
winter and must be kept into the 
summer season, it would be well to 
watch the brine closely during tho 
spring, as it is more likely to spoil at 
that timethan at any other season. If 
the brine appears to be ropy or does 
not drip freely from the finger when 
immersed and 
lifted 
it should be 


turned off and new brine added after 
carefully washing the meat. 
The 


sugar or mo'iasses in the brine has a 
tendency to ferment and unless the 
brine is kept in a cool place, there is 
sometimes trouble from this source. 
The meat should be kept in the brine 
28 to 40 days to secure thoro corn- 
ing. 


Dried Beef.—The round commonly 


is used for dried beef, the inside of 
the thigh being considered the choic- 
est piace, as it is slightly more tender 
than the outside of the round. 
The 


round should be cut lengthwise of 
the grain of the meat in preparing 
for dried beef, so that the muscle 
fibers may be cut crosswise when the 
dried beef is sliced for table use. A 
light jar or cask is necessary for cur- 
ing. The process is a s follows: To 
each 100 pounds of meat weigh out 
5 pounds of salt, 3 pounds of granu- 
ated sugar and 2 ounces of saltpe- 
ter; mix thoroly together. 
Rub the 


meat on all surfaces with a third of 
.he mixture and pack it in the jar as 
.ight'Jy as possible. 
Allow it to re- 


main three days, when it should be 
removed and rubbed again with an- 
other third of the mixture. 
In re- 


packing, put at the bottom the pieces 
hat were on top the first time. 
Let 


tand for three 
days, when 
they 


hould be removed and rubbed with 
he remaining third of the mixture 
.nd allowed to stand for three days 
nore. 
The meat is then ready to be 


emoved from the pickle. 
The liquid 


orming in the jars should not be re- 
noved, but the meat should be re- 
acked in the liquid each time. After 
eing removed from the pickle the 
neat should be smoked and hung in 


dry attic or near the kitchen fire' 


vhere the water will evaporate from 
;. It may be used at any time after 
making, altho the longer it hangs in 
le dry atmosphere the drier it will 
et. The drier the climate, in gener- 
I, the more easily meats can be 
ried. 
In arid regions good dried 


eat can be made-.by 
exposing 
it 


resh to the air, with protection from 
es. 
Plain Sa'Jt Pork.—Rub each piece 


of meat with fine common salt and 
pack closely in a barrel. 
Let stand 


overnight. 
The next day weigh out 


10 pounds of salt and 2 ounces of 
saltpeter to each 100 pounds of mea-t 
and dissolve in 4 gallons of boiling 
water. 
Pour, this brine over 
the 


meat when cold, cover and weight 
down to keep it under the brine. 
Meat will pack best if cut into pieces 
about 6 . inches square. 
The 
pork 


should be kept in the brine until 
used. 
Sugar-cured Ham and 
Bacon.— 


When the meat is cooled, rub each 
piece with salt and allow it to drain 
overnight. Then pack it in a barre'i 
with the hams and shoulders in the 
bottom, using the strips of bacon to 
fill in between or to put on top. 
Weigh out for each 100 pounds of 
meat 8 pounds of salt, 2 pounds of 
brown sugar, and 2 ounces of salt- 
peter. 
Dissolve all in 4 gallons of 


water, and cover the meat with the 
brine. 
For summer use it will be 


safest to boil the brine before using, 
[n that case it should be cooled thor- 
oughly before it is used. For winter 
curing it is not necessary to boil the 
arine. 
Bacon strips should remain 


in this brine four to six weeks; hams 


ix to eight weeks. 
This is a stan- 


dard'recipe and has given the best of 
satisfaction. 
Hams and bacon cured 


n the spring will keep right through 
;he summer after they, are smoked. 
The meat wil'l be sweet a-nd palatable

BI.OOD POISONING 


Until recently a big, strong man 


has been employed as fireman by a 
Milwaukee business concern which 
has been more than commonly inter- 
ested in the welfare of its employees. 
The man is not working any more 
and the reasons make a very inter- 
esting history and one which should 
prove generally Instructive. 


In the ordinary course of his em- 


ployment 
this man scratched 
the 


back of one of his fingers slightly. 
Every employee had been instructed, 
under such circumstances, to go at 
once to one of tho convenient first 
aid cabinets, cleanse the wound with 
alcohol and Immediately apply tinc- 
ture of idoiue, which is part of the 
equipment. 
Instead of doing this 


the man ignored the injury as being 
too trivial to deserve any attention. 


A few days later his hnncl became 


red, hot, swollen, and painful. 
Ho 


visited a physician who treated, and 
dressed the hand and told the pat- 
tient not to use it for a few days. 
Contrary to this advice, the man 
went back to work, grew worse and 
after a few more clays died from gen- 
eral blood poisoning. 


Spurned on by this sad. experience, 


the company is now engaging a fac- 
tory nurse to give personal supervi- 
sion and to compel, if necessary, the 
cooperation of employees who are 
care'less not alone of their own lives 
and limbs, but of the company's in- 
terests as well. 
Another company 


in a similar case is reported to have 
been compelled to pay full death 
claim not withstanding the fact that 
the carelessness was clearly not that 
of the employer. 


The latter company, which had 


previously employed' a nurse and pro- 
vided its injured and sick with the 
best of medical and surgical care, 
added a new employee to insure them 
against similar financial 'Joss. 
The 


man is mounted on a motorcycle and 
calls at the homes of employees who 
are absent without notifying their 
foreman of their intention to "lay 
off." 
So much time of employees 


lias been saved through, this means 
that the company now considers tho 
liability payment to have been, in- 
directly, 
the best investment evter 


made in their business. 


People whose business It is to 


know 
of tho comparatively largo 


number of instances in which sup- 
posedly trivial scratches result in 
death are not careless of minor In- 
juries that occur to them. 


BUTTERMILK USES IN COOKING 


With the increasing use of butter- 


milk by doctor's orders, there has 
come back, in some measure, the 
practice of using it in cooking. This 
is fortunate for the taste as we'll as 
for the health. 
No cakes are more 


delicate than those 
prepared 
with 


buttermilk. 
Use one and one half 


more buttermilk tban the meal or 
flour. Mix thoroly and when smooth 
add a salt spoon full of soda or more 
if a large quantity of cakes are to be 
made. 
Cakes can be made in this 


way of graham or white flour, buck- 
wheat or rye meal, and all are deli- 
cious. 
There are just two socrets 


about the use of buttermilk in mak- 
ing cakes. 
The first is, always use 


enameled ware for the mixing, as the 
acid of the buttermilk easily affects 
metal. The second is, be careful only 
to use just enough soda to offset tho 
acid.

It is so well recognized that cer- 


tain occupations may involve serious 
dangers to young, growing persons 
that most states now have their child 
labor 
laws. 
Massachusetts, which 


lias been a leader in legislation of 
this character, is now engaged in a 
systematic effort to collect informa- 
tion that may bo of value in dolor- 
mining Iho need of changes in its 
present laws and regulations govern- 
ing the employment of minors. 
At 


the request of the 
Massachusetts 


board of Labor and Industries, as- 
sistant surgeon M. Victor Safford of 
the U. S. Public Health Service was 
detailed by the federal government 
to co-operate with tho state authori- 
ties in a study of thc effect of em- 
ployment in various occupations on 
the health and physical development 
of children now permitted to work 
therein. 
A report of this study with 


respect to the cotton 
manufacturing 


industry of Massachusetts lias just 
been published by the federal govern- 
ment as Public Health Bulletin No. 
78, entitled "Influence of Occupation 
on Health During Adolescence." 


The physical condition of over GOO 


boys between Die ages of 14 and 38, 
employed in this industry in differ- 
ent parts of the state, received care- 
fu'J study. 
It was brought out that 


in Massachusetts boys between these 
ages for tho most part do not remain 
long in the cotton mills. This fact 
and the strict regulations of the state 
governing the employment of minors 
may not make some of the conclu- 
sions reached in this local investiga- 
tion 
equally true 
elsewhere, 
but 


among the facts disclosed the follow- 
ing may be mentioned: 


A 
considerable portion 
of 
the 


younger boys and also of those over 
sixteen wore undersized and physi- 
cally undeveloped for their ages wlii'Je 
those between fifteen and sixteen 
averaged larger than other classes of 
boys of their age with which compar- 
iso'ns wei'o made. 
This fact is ex- 


plained by tho accumulation in the 
mills of strong boys waiting to reach 
the age of sixteen to go into perman- 
ent "full time" occupations. 
The 


presence of a noteworthy proportion 
of undersized boys is not ascribed to 
the effects of the occupation but to 
the fact that, the cotton mill offers 
one of tho few chances of employ- 
ment for undersized boys. 
Evidence 


of injurious effects of their work or 
working conditions, even of the tem- 
perature and humidity of the mills, 
on norma'J boys was seldom found, 
although further investigation of pos- 
sible effects of atmospheric conditions 
is recommended. 
Probably as a re- 


sult of the state regulations relative 
to the issuance of employment certi- 
ficates, comparatively few cases of 
dangerous diseases were discovered. 
There was, however, a wido variety 
of defective conditions disclosed by 
the investigation, many of them of 


I such a character as to impair serious- 
;]y the future health and economic 
' usefulness of tho individuals con- 
cerned if not remedied.

Chairman Wilcox of the Republi- 


can National Campaign Committee 
says that the Child Labor Law re- 
| cently passed by the Wilson admin- 
istration has a joker in it which ren- 
ders it of no service and a fraudulent 
bill. 
Candidate Hughes himself ha 


said that the children of the nation 
have not been emancipated by this 
law and repeatedly has sought to be- 
little and discredit it. 


However, Owen H. Lovejoy, gener 


al secretary of the National Child 
Labor Committee, in a published let- 
ter 
emphatically protests against 


such criticisms and says that the bill 
was carefully drawn 
and 
thoroly 


considered. It was not jammed thru 
congress, but had been pending for 
three years. Both democrats and re- 
publicans were well represented on 
the senate committee that consid- 
ered it in its final form and boll 
democrats and republicans stood sol- 
idly for it in this form. 
Only two re- 


publicans, Oliver and Penrose, voted 
against it. 
The thirty-day clause 


was necessary because without it a 
manufacturer who once 
employed 


child labor would be disbarred for- 
ever from interstate commerce. He 
concludes his letter thus: 


"The Federal 
Child Labor Law 


was framed by the best constitution- 
al lawyers in the country; it was 
passed by a congress that had given 
it close attention." 


Senator Albert B. Cummings, re 


publican of Iowa, asserted that the 
allegation of there being a joker in 
this law was without any foundation 
and 
stigmatized 
persons 
making 


such allegations as "either insincere 
or incompetent." 
He states unre- 


servedly that the Child Labor Law is 
certain to "effectuate the humane 
purposes towards which the friends 
of Child Labor Legislation have for a 
long time been striving." 
Senator 


Cummings has long been an ardent 
advocate of Child Labor legislation. 


The Chicago Herald, an independ- 


ent paper, commenting on this law, 
said the statement of the National 
Child Labor Committee carried more 
conviction than the picking of a flaw 
during campaign time. 
That this 


committee was responsible for the 
law and assured the public that the 
law was not jammed thru congress 
and was framed by good constitu- 
tional lawyers and considered care- 
fully for three years before passage. 


These 
non-political, republican, 


and independent statements most ef- 
fectually dispose of any campaign 
claim that the Child Labor Law was 
not 
wisely, honestly and thoroly 


drawn and passed.

FEEDING DAIRY COWS 


One of the most common mistakes 


in the feeding of dairy cows on the 
farm is that the good cows are not 
given a sufficient quantity of feed 
above that required for their physical 
maintenance to obtain the maximum 
quantity of milk they are capable ol 
producing. 
Successful 
feeding ol 


dairy cows involves the providing oi 
an abundant supply of palatable, nu- 
tritious feed at a minimum cost and 
feeding in such a way as to receive 
the largest milk production from the 
feed consumed. Feeding for profit 
is defined as liberal feeding, or feed- 
ing to the fu'll capacity of the cow, in 
a new Farmers' Bulletin of the de- 
partment, No. 743, The Feeding oi 
Dairy Cows, which discusses many ol 
the factors involved in economical 
feeding. 


From the standpoint of economical 


milk production, a dairy cow gener- 
ally should not be fed more than she 
will consume without gaining in 
weight. 
There are times, however 


according to the bulletin, when it is 
desirable to make exceptions to this 
rule. Practically all heavy milk pro- 
ducers lose weight in the early part o: 
their lactation period; that is, they 
produce milk at the 'expense of their 
body flesh. When such cows ap- 
proach the end of their milking per- 
iod they normally regain the flesh 
they have lost, and the farmer can 
well afford to feed them liberally 
with the assurance that he will be 
repaid in the form of milk when the 
cows again freshen. 


Pasture is the natural feed for 


cows, and for average conditions 
with ample pasture of good grasses 
or legumes in good, succulent condi- 
tion, good production can be secured 


The cost of land is a factor in the 


economy of using pasture, however. 
If pastures are depended upon entire* 
Jy for from four to six months of the 
year, and production is kept up to a 
profitable standard, anywhere from ] 
to 4 acres or more must be providec 
for each cow, says the bulletin. This 
is assuming that a permanent pas- 
ture is of good clean turf, with few 
waste places, or that a 
temporary 


pasture has a good stand of grass or 
legumes thruout.

FARMERS IN AUTOMOBILES 


Modern improvements and modern 


progress, says the Philadelphia Press, 
have annihilated time and space anc 
have reduced caste to nothingness. 
Nowhere is the matter of speed and 
destruction of distance noted more 
than among the farmers. 
The farm- 


er today is merely a suburban dwell- 
er. 
He may be twenty miles from 


the city, but he is simply a fellow on 
the outskirts. This is due to the au- 
tomobile. 
With his machine the 


farmer can skip into the city, make 
his purchases and skip back to the 
farm in 'less time than it would take 
his father to walk to the village once 
a week. 


To understand fully the impress 


that the automobile has made on the 
rputine and existence of the farmer 
it is only necessary to know that In 
Pennsylvania there is an automobile 
on every tenth farm. 
This means 


that, while nine of the ten .farmers 
are 'autoless, the tenth fellow can 
ride In his gasoline vehicle as readily 
as his brother in the cities. 


Naturally this gives a great advan- 


tage to traffic facilities to the farmer. 
He has his own motive power and 
suits his own convenience as to start, 
travel and return. 
And when you 


add to this automobile ownership 
the trolleys that stripe the hills and 
valleys of the farming districts it is 
easy to understand that a trip to the 
city has lost its epochal character to 
fhe farmer; 
the event of twenty 


years ago has become the common- 
place of today. 


To simmer this ownership of auto- 


mobiles down to statistics, it might 
be said that slightly more than four- 
teen per cent of the automobiles in 
New York state are owned by farm- 
ers. 
In plain figures, there were 


22,608 automobiles 
owned on the 


larms of Pennsylvania last year. In 
:he richer of the agrarian counties of 
;he state the large number of auto- 
mobiles owned by the farmers' rank 
•espectably with those owned by the 
business men. There is in Lancaster 
county, with eighteen per cent of the 
farmers owning 1,842 automobiles, 
And Chester, with its 1,019 cars, not 
to slight Bucks county, with 963 ma. 
ihines for its farmers.—New York 
Herald.

natural outgrowth of the motorcycle 
campaign, the latest development in 
the organized movement to carry 
health information into the rural 
districts of Wisconsin. 
This rural 


campaign first made use of a horse 
and wagon, which, in ,turn was suc- 
ceeded by the motorcycle on which 
Mr. Werle carried with him a camp- 
ing outfit, a health exhibit and a ster- 
eopticon lantern and slides for illus- 
trated 'lectures. 


This year the automobile is being 


used and the stereopticon slides have 
given way to moving pictures. 
Mr. 


Werie and his assistant sleep in the 
wagon instead of on the ground under 
a shelter tent.

Chairman Wilcox of the Republi- 


can National Campaign Committee 
says that the Child Labor Law re- 
cently passed by the Wilson admin- 
istration has a joker in it which ren- 
ders it of no service and a fraudulent 
bill. 
Candidate Hughes himself has 
said that the children of the nation 
have not been emancipated by this 
law and repeatedly has sought to be- 
little and discredit it. 
However, Owen R. Lovejoy, gener 


al secretary of the National Child 
Labor Committee, in a published let- 
ter 
emphatically protests against 


such criticisms and says that the bill 
was carefully drawn 
and 
thoroly 


considered. It was not jammed thru 
congress, but had been pending for 
three years. Both democrats and re- 
publicans were well represented on 
the senate committee that consid- 
ered it in its fina'l form and both 
democrats and republicans stood sol- 
idly for it in this form. Only two re- 
publicans, Oliver and Penrose, voted 
against it. 
The thirty-day 
clause 


was necessary because without it a 
manufacturer who once 
employed 


child labor would be disbarred for- 
ever from .interstate commerce. He 
concludes his letter thus: 
"The Federal Child Labor Law 
was framed by the best constitutio 
al lawyers In the country; it ^" 
passed by a congress that had given 
it close attention." 
Senator Albert B. Cummings, 


publican of Iowa, asserted that the 
allegation of there being a joker in 
thi« law was without any foundation 
and 
stigmatized 
persons 
making 


such allegations as "either insincere 
or incompetent." 
He states unre- 


servedly that the Child Labor Law i; 
certain to "effectuate the humane 
purposes towards which the friends 
of Child Labor Legislation have for a 
Jong time been striving." 
Senator 


Cummings has long been an ardent 
advocate of Child Labor legislation. 


The Chicago Herald, an independ 


ent paper, commenting on this law. 
said the statement of the National 
Child Labor Committee carried more 
conviction than the picking of a flaw 
during campaign time. 
That this 


committee was responsible for the 
law and assured the public that the 
law was not jammed thru congress 
and was framed by good constitu- 
tional lawyers and considered care 
fully for three years before passage 
These 
non-political, 
republican 
and independent statements most ef- 
fectually dispose of any campaign 
claim that the Child Labor Law was 
not 
wisely, honestly 
and thoroly 


drawn and passed. 


FEEDING DAIRY COWS 


One of the most common mistake 


In the feeding of dairy cows on the 
farm is that the good cows are not 
given a sufficient quantity of feed 
above that required for their physical 
maintenance to obtain the maximum 
quantity of milk they are capable ol 
producing. 
Successful feeding o1 


dairy cows involves the providing of 
an abundant supply of palatable, nu- 
tritious feed at a minimum cost anc 
feeding in such a way as to receive 
the largest milk production from the 
feed consumed. Feeding for prof 
is defined as liberal feeding, or feed 
ing to the full capacity of the cow, in 
a new Farmers' Bulletin of the de- 
partment, No. 743, The Feeding ol 
Dairy'Cows, which discusses many o! 
the factors Involved in economica' 
feeding. 
From the standpoint of economical 


milk production, a dairy cow gener- 
ally should not be fed more than she 
will consume without gaining in 
weight. 
There are times, however 


according to the bulletin, when it if 
desirable to make exceptions to thib 
rule. Practically all heavy milk pro- 
ducers 'lose weight in the early part of 
their lactation period; that is, they 
produce milk at the expense of their 
body flesh. When such cows ap- 
proach the end of their milking per- 
iod they normally regain the flesh 
they have lost, and the farmer can 
well afford to feed them liberally 
with the assurance that he will be 
repaid in the form of milk when the 
cows again freshen. 
Pasture is the natural feed for 


cows, and for average conditions 
with ample pasture of good grasse: 
or legumes in good, succulent condi- 
tion, good production can be secured 


The cost of land is a factor in the 


economy of using pasture, however 
If pastures are depended upon entire- 
ly for from four to six months of the 
year, and production is kept up to a 
profitable standard, anywhere from ] 
to 4 acres or more must be provided 
for each cow, says the bulletin. This 
is assuming that a permanent pas- 
ture is of good clean turf, with few 
waste places, or that a 
temporary 


pasture has a good stand of grass or 
legumes thruout.

Modern Improvements and modern 


progress, says the Philadelphia Press 
have annihilated time and space and 
have reduced caste to nothingness. 
Nowhere is the matter of speed and 
destruction of distance noted more 
than among the farmers. The farm- 
er today is merely a suburban dwell- 
er. 
He may be twenty miles from 


the city, but he is simply a fellow on 
the outskirts. This is due to the au- 
tomobile. 
With his machine the 


farmer can skip into the city, make 
his purchases and skip back to the 
farm in 'less time than it would take 
his father to walk to the village once 
a week. 
To understand fully the impress 


that the automobile has made on the 
routine and existence of the farmer 
it is only necessary to know that In 
Pennsylvania there is an automobile 
on every tenth farm. 
This means 


tha.t while nine of the ten farmers 
are' autoless, the tenth fellow can 
ride in his gasoline vehicle as readily 
as his brother in the cities. 
Naturally this gives a great advan- 


tage to traffic facilities to the farmer. 
He has his own motive power and 
suits his own convenience as to start, 
travel and return. 
And when you 
add to this automobile 
ownership 


the trolleys that stripe the hi'lls and 
valleys of the farming districts it is 
easy to understand that a trip to the 
city has lost its epochal character to 
e farmer; the event of twenty 


years ago has become the common- 
place of today. 
To simmer this ownership of auto- 


mobiles down to statistics, it might 
be said that slightly more than four- 
teen per cent of the automobiles In 
New York state are owned by farm- 
ers. 
In plain figures, there were 


22,608 automobiles owned on the 
'arms of Pennsylvania last year. 
In 


;he richer of the agrarian counties of 
:he state the large number of auto- 
mobiles owned by the farmers rank 
respectably with those owned by the 
Business men. There is in Lancaster 
county-, with eighteen per cent of the 
'armers owning 1,842 automobiles, 
and Chester, with its 1,019 cars, not 
to slight Bucks county, with 963 ma_ 
chines for its farmers.—New York 
Herald.

and wagon, which in turn was suc- 
ceeded by the motorcycle on which 
Mr. Werle carried with him a camp- 
ing outfit, a health exhibit and a ster- 
eopticon lantern and slides for illus- 
trated 'lectures. 


This year the automobile is being

A 
special body bui'it to meet the asso- 
ciation's needs, makes it possible to 
carry a camping outfit including a 
folding stove, a compact health ex- 
hibit, several reels of motion pictures 
and a portable moving picture ma- 
chine, donated by the DeVry Corpor-

of Chicago,

possible for the lecturer to give his 
"show" wherever

The machine Is a compact affaJr,

BLOOD POISONING 


Until recently 
<% big, strong man 


has been employed as flneman by a 
Milwaukee business concern which 
has been more than commonly inter- 
ested in the welfare of its employees. 
Tlie man is not working any more 
and the reasons make a very inter- 
esting history and one which should 
prove generally instructive. 


In the ordinary course of his em- 


ployment this man scratched the 
back of one of his fingers slightly. 
Every employee had been Instructed, 
under such circumstances, to go at 
once to one of the convenient first 
aid cabinets, cleanse the wound with 
alcohol and immediately apply tinc- 
,ture of idoine, which is part ot the 
equipment. 
Instead of doing this 


the man ignored the injury as being 
too trivial to deserve any attention. 


A few days later his hand became 


red, 
hot, swollen, and paiulul. 
Ho 


visited a physician who treated and 
dressed the hand and told the pat- 
tient not to use It for a lew days. 
Contrary to this advice, the man 
went back to work, grew worse and 
after a few more days died from gen- 
eral blood poisoning. 


Spurned on by this sad experience, 


the company is now engaging a fac- 
tory nurse to give personal supervi- 
sion and to compel, if necessary, the 
cooperation of employees who are 
careless not alone of their own lives 
and limbs, but of the company's in- 
terests as well. 
Another company 


in a similar case is reported to have 
been compelled to pay full death 
claim not withstanding the fact that 
the carelessness was clearly not that 
of the employer. 


The latter company, which had 


previously employed1 a nurse and pro- 
vided its injured and sick with the 
best of medical and surgical care, 
added a new employee to insure them 
against similar financial loss. 
The 


man is mounted on a motorcycle and 
calls at the homes of employees who 
are absent without notifying their 
foreman of their intention to 
"lay 


off." 
So much time of employees 


has been saved through this means 
that the company now considers the 
liability payment to have been, in- 
directly, the best investment ever 
made in their business.

BUTTERMILK USES IN COOKING

with, 


buttermilk. 
Use one and one half 


more buttermilk than the meal or 
flour. Mix thoroly and when smooth 
add a salt spoon full of soda or more 
if a large quantity of cakes are to be 
made. 
Cakes can be made in this 


way of graham or white flour, buck- 
wheat or rye meal, and all are deli- 
cious. 
There are just two secrets 


about the use of buttermilk in 
mak- 


ing cakes. 
The first is, always use 


enameled ware for the mixing, as the 
acid of the buttermilk easily affects 
metal. The second is, be careful only 
to use just enough soda to offset the 
acid.

It is so well recognized that cer- 


tain occupations may involve serious 
dangers to young, growing persons 
that most states now have their child 
labor 
laws. 
Massachusetts, which 


has been a leader in legislation of 
this character, is now engaged in a 
systematic effort to collect informa- 
tion that may be of value in deter- 
mining the need of changes in its 
present laws and regulations govern- 
ing the employment of minors. 
At 


the request of the 
Massachusetts 


board of Labor and Industries, as- 
sistant surgeon M. Victor Safford of 
the U. S. Public Health Service was 
detailed by the federal government 
to co-operate with the state authori- 
ties in a study of the effect of em- 
ployment in various occupations on 
the health and physical development 
of children now permitted to work 
therein. A report of this study with 
respect to the cotton manufacturing 
industry of Massachusetts has just 
been published by the federal govern- 
ment as Public Health Bulletin No. 
7S, entitled "Influence of Occupation 
on Health During Adolescence." 


The physical condition of over GOO 


boys between the ages of Id and 18, 
employed in this industry in differ- 
ent parts of the state, received care- 
ful study. 
It was brought out that 


In Massachusetts boys between these 
ages for the most part do not remain 
long in the cotton mills. 
This fact 


and the strict regulations of the state 
governing the employment of. minors 
may not make some of the conclu- 
sions reached in this local investiga- 
tion equally true 
elsewhere, 
but 


among the facts disclosed the follow- 
ing may be mentioned: 


A 
considerable portion 
of 
the 


younger boys and also of those over 
sixteen were undersized and physi- 
cally undeveloped for their ages while 
those between 
fifteen 
and 
sixteen 


aveiaged larger tlian other classes of 
boys of their age with which compar- 
isons were made. 
This fact is ex- 


plained by the accumulation in the 
mills of strong boys waiting to reach 
the age of sixteen to go into perman- 
ent "full time" occupations. 
The 


presence of a noteworthy proportion 
of undersized hoys is not ascribed to 
the effects of the occupation but to 
the fact that the cotton mill offers 
one of the few chances of employ- 
ment for undersized boys. 
Evidence 


of injurious effects of their work or 
working conditions, even of the 
tem- 


perature and humidity of the mills, 
on normal boys was seldom found, 
although further investigation of pos- 
sible effects of atmospheric conditions 
is recommended. 
Probably as a re- 


sult of the state regulations relative 
to the issuance of employment certi- 
ficates, comparatively few cases of 
dangerous diseases were discovered. 
There was, however, a wldo variety 
of detective conditions disclosed by 
the investigation, many of them of 
such a character as to impair serious- 
ly the future health and economic 
usefulness of the individuals 
con- 


cerned if not remedied.

BLOOD J'OISOXING 


Until recently a big, strong man 


has been employed as fireman by u 
Milwaukee business concern which 
has been more than commonly inter- 
ested In the -welfare of its employees. 
The man is not working any more 
and the reasons make a very inter- 
esting history and one which should 
prove generally Instructive. 


In the ordinary course of his em- 


ployment this 
man scratched the 


back of one of his fingers slightly. 
Every employee had been instructed, 
under such circumstances, to go at 
once to one of the convenient flrst 
aid cabinets, cleanse the wound with 
alcohol and immediately apply tinc- 
ture ot idoine, which Is part of the 
equipment. 
Instead of doing this 


the man ignored the injury as being 
too trivial to deserve any attention. 


A few days later his hand became 


red, hot, swollen, and painful. 
He 


visited a physician who treated and 
dressed the hand and told the pat- 
tient not to use it for a few days. 
Contrary to this advice, the man 
went back to work, grew worse and 
after a few more days died from gen- 
eral blood poisoning. 


Spurred on by this sad experience, 


the company is now engaging a fac- 
tory nurse to give personal supervi- 
sion and to compel, if necessary, the 
cooperation 
of employees who are 


careless not alone of their own lives 
and limbs, but of the company's in- 
terests as well. 
Another company 


in a similar case is reported to have 
heen compelled to pay full death 
claim not withstanding the fact that 
the carelessness was clearly not that 
of the employer. 


The latter company, which had 


previously employed a nurse and pro- 
vided its injured and sick with the 
best of medical and surgical care, 
added a new employee to insure them 
against similar financial 'loss. 
The 


man is mounted on a motorcycle and 
calls at the homes of employees who 
are absent without notifying their 
foreman of their intention to "lay 
off." 
So much time of employees 


lias been saved through, this means 
that the company now considers the 
liability payment to have been, in- 
directly, the best investment ever 
made in their business.

number of instances in which sup- 
posedly trivial scratches result in 
death are not careless of minor in- 
juries that occur to them.

newspaper, published by his lather, J.

consists of freezing the loots thor- 
oughly and then exposing them to a 
mild temperature in imitation of the 
balmy days of spring succeeding win 
ttr s cold embrace 
The plant will 


furnish succulent dishes for the snow 
bound family 
The method is a simple one J " 


Hepler, instructor in gardening at 
the College of Agricultuie, Univei- 
sity of Wisconsin ddvibes as follows 
regarding -ftinter forcing of rhubarb 


• Dig the roots carefully just be 


fore the ground freezes 
Handle thp 


plants in a v,ay to prevent injurj 
Then place them in a box outdoors 
where they may be left until frozen 
olid 
Don't put them on tht ground 


- they may freeze fabt to it 


After the roots are well fro?en 


ake them to a waim cellar where 
the temperature averages 50 degrees 
Fahreneit or more 
Set in a bin or 


box, as close together as possible and 
cover with about four inches of soil 
R ubarb should be grown in as dark 
a coiner of the cellar as possible 
In 


about three weeks the shoots will ap 


As a rule the roots will bear 


plentifully for a period of from eight 
to ten weeks 
Half a do^en vigorous 


roots will provide enough ^rhubarb 
for an average sized family "
